DIET AND HEALTH 


W h a t Medical Science K now s A bout G lands 


Bv LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
• It is not surprising that the 
ductless glands were not discov­ 
ered until comparatively recent 
times. Even the most painstaking 
of the older anatomists missed 
them. They are tucked away in 
inaccessible nooks in the body and 
look as if they were part of near­ 
by organs. The first to be noticed 
and described was the thyroid 
gland. 
In countries where en-

largemcnt of the thyroid gland— 
goiter — prevails, 
it 
naturally 
would demand attention. When a 
function was ascribed to it, the 
idea was first advanced that it was 
the seat of the soul. 
The thyroid is typical of all the 
rest of them. They are called "en­ 
docrine” or "ductless” glands be­ 
cause thewy are evidently of glan- j 
dular structure, yet they pour 
their secretion directly into the 
blood stream. The salivary glands, 
by contrast, pour their secretions 
by way of their ducts into the 
mouth cavity, and we can obtain 
that secretion, analyze it and 
study what it does. About the se- j 
cretions of the ductless glands we 
have to infer a good deal more 
than actually study. 
After the thyroid, the pituitary 
gland hanging from the base of < 
the brain was discovered; and then 
the adrenals perched one on top of 
each kidney; then the parathy­ 
roids behind the thyroid; and the 
islets of Langcrhans, which are 
enmeshed in the body of the pan­ 
creas; then the reproductive glands 
were added to the list. 


Their Function 
The purpose of these glands was 
obscured too for a long while be­ 
cause they preside over functions 
that we take for granted. Growth, 
for instance. Everybody assumes 
that we grow because, like Topsy, 
we "just growed.” But elements in 
the body preside over this and the 
* ductless glands secrete those ele­ 
ments. Besides growth, they con­ 
trol general body functions—heat, 
nutrition, fat distribution—repro­ 
duction and the subconscious life 
processes like blood pressures, in­ 
testinal movements, etc. 
Being concerned as they are 
with growth and the appearance 
of m aturity, they naturally work 
more energetically at certain pe­ 
riods of life than others — their 
full tides are at adolescence, when 
the boy or girl is turning into man 
or woman, and they decline from

that peak until senility practically 
coincides with their extinguish­ 
ment. 
Pituitary Gland 
The king gland is the pituitary. 
It makes one shudder in awe to 
think what this small gland does 
to us. The early experiments on 
the pituitary (about 1911) were 
done on animals in which it cannot 
be removed without removing part 
of the base of the brain also. But 
in the rat, as in man, a dia­ 
phragm separates it from the 
brain. So the rat is now the ex­ 
perimental animal of choice. If 
the pituitary be removed from a 
young rat, it %\vill never grow a 
fraction of an inch in length or 
weight again. It will remain a 
sort of sluggish, contemplative 
and detached rat, entirely differ­ 
ent from its bustling brothers. It 
may have to be fed. If the pitui­ 
tary be removed from a mature 
rat, it begins to be prematurely 
senile. 
All 
the other ductless 
glands degenerate: all functions 
are sluggish. Isn’t it appalling to 
think that our destiny is incorpo­ 
rated in a few cells no bigger than 
the tip of your little finger? 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
S. B .:—"In a case of tubercu­ 
losis, how is a patient determined 
to be positive or negative if no 
sputum can be raked for a test? 
Isn’t there a chance that tho X-ray 
can be wrong?” 
Answer—A great many people 
with tuberculosis have neither 
cough nor sputum. The diagnosis 
is made on a basis of other symp­ 
toms, such as undue fatigue and 
loss of weight, afternoon fever (a 
very im portant sign), character­ 
istic changes on examination of 
the chest with a stethoscope, posi­ 
tive tuberculin test with the patch 
test, an X-ray of the chest with a 
fiat plate, It is true that tho in­ 
terpretation of X-ray plates may 
be wrong if the X-ray exam ine-' 
tion is made merely with the 
fluoroscope—that is, without tak­ 
ing a print, I believe it is very 
likely to be wrong. But there is 
danger in kidding yourself, per­ 
suading yourself that the X-ray 
is wrong. This is very easy to do; 
it is very nice to believe that the 
X-ray is wrong, and in most cases 
leads to dangerous delay.

THE GARDEN CLINIC

QUESTION: I am interested in starting globe and pyram idal ever­ 
greens, also a few golden Biota. I have taken sm all branches and put 
them in flow-er pots and placed them in the cellar which is ra th e r 
damp, but never freezes. Will these take root or is there a better w ay 
to sta rt them ? Howr can I sta rt a snowball bush? 
L. B. F., Sidney. 
ANSW ER: Although the arborvitae including the oriental arborvi­ 
tae or Biota are relatively easy to root from cuttings, I would suggest 
th a t you select some better evergreens to propagate because m ost of* 
the arborvitae are dam aged by hot dry summers and the red spider. 
Also, most of them look more dead than alive during the winter. You 
will find most of the junipers and 
the Japanese yew are excellent 
evergreens and m ay be propagat­ 
ed in the same manner.

either 
m ay 
be 
rooted in the greenhouse or, for 
home use, in a cold fram e out-of- 
doors with a glass sash over them 
and a lath shade over this to re ­ 
duce the am ount of light.
